The first Official Pian was prepared 
in 1945 and it was formally 
adopted by the City in 1951. As the 
City grew in size through the 
annexations of adjacent townships 
(i.e., Barton and Saltfleet), the Pian 
was revised to establish land uses 
for the new areas. In 1982, a major 
review was completed to place all 
the revisions together in one 
comprehensive document.
